The nail-picker has been at work 


on the Hope-Fulton section of Ihe old 
gravel highway No. 07.

rent is cut. 


Mi. Smith told The Star this morn- 


ing that he picks up an average of 
about 75 pounds per magnet before 
unloading. 
His heaviest 
loads are 


gathered on old gravel roads where 
nails and spikes have been accumu- 
lating for several years. 


This is the only machine of its 


kind in the state, and represents an 
experiment which i.s said to be suc- 
eesful. It is expected that at. a result 
of the lessons learned on tills machine 
the State Highway Department will 
order several improved nail-pickers 
as permanent equipment fur Arkansas 
road men.

& rule, fairly small m **a tends to 
hide the fact that the farm forests of 
the country cover an area' of approxi- 
mately; 180 million, acres and that they 
ire a most important source of supply 
for, timber jiroducts and fire-wood m 
'the United States. Last year one half 
of all the timber prpduced in the Sotuh 
was cut .from farm woodlands. In 
Arkansas, alone there are between 8 
and; 10 millions of acres of woodland 
owned by farmers. 
Sine, one item of fuel for the farm 
hornet represents, an immense value. 
However,- the Arkansas farmer has 
iiofr^remiwd the value bf his farm 
forest as have the farmers of Europe 
and Scandinavia. It is to aid tile farm- 
er °tb realize his strength in this re- 
spect, and" his responsibility that the 
forestry section at Farmers' week at 


the University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, August 5-8, will present 
G. H. Collingwood of the American 
Forest association to speak on "The 
Farmer and the Forest." Mr. Colling- 
wood has spent his entrie time for the 
last several years in dealing with the 
problems of the private 
owners of 


woodlands, and he has found that one 
of tl:e greatest problems is to get the 
man who owns a small area of wood- 
land to 'realize its value and the fact 
that if it is protected and managed 
with only a fraction of the care given 
fo his liolds.tnat it will produce steady 
dividends in wood and in money.

looking for emergency crops for ex- 
tremely late plantingi which may be 
relied upon to help meet the feed 
shortage. 


The crops best adapted for this pur- 


pose are; early cowpeas, amber sor- 
ghum, and German 
millet. 
These 


crops may be planted immediately 
after it rains, if rain comes by the 
end of the first.week in August,,and 
possibly a little later, states D. Jf. BUr- 
leson. University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture. Extension Service. 


The earliest variety of cowpeas is 


New Era. If this variety is not avail- 
able other slightly later varieties may 
be used, such as Whipporwill, Groit. 
and Brabham. Cowpeas may be sown 
broadcast on good land, using a heavy 
rate of seeding, since the plant will 
not likely make a big growth. It is 
best to use at least six pecks of seed 
per acre. 


The earliest variety of sweet sor- 


ghum is Early Amber. This variety 
will make a quick growth, and on good 
land it will produce a fair growth ev- 
en when planted late. Sorghum and 
cowpeas' are well adapte dto sowing 
as a mixture. When planted this way, 
the sorghum supports the cowpeas, 
and a better quality of feed is obtain- 
ed. 


German millet is one of the quickest 


growing feed crops, but the feed pro- 
duced is of somewhat low quality. The 
quick growing crop requires good land 
because the growth is 
fast. About 


three pecks of seed should be sown 
broadcast.

The probabe 
judge of York county receives an 
average fee of $5 for each North 
Carolina couple married.

school teacher, Mrs. J. Ace Shannon.

Chemical Society Hikes 


Annual Budget to $55,00 


COLUMBUS. O., Aug. G— (UP)— 


The American Chemical Society has 
increased in membership from 3,079 
to 18,000 and its annual budget from I 
515,000 to 555J.OOO during the last 25 
years, according to a report of the 
organization's president, Prof. William 
McPherson of Ohio State University. 


Approximately 85 per cent of the 


annual income is expended in the re- 
cording of research conducted by the ' 
chemist-members. Journals, in which 
are printed the research findings, now 
number three yearly, containing ap- 
proximately 11,200,000 words.

H is 
a fact, however, that the railroad and 
auto road got alonjj very well to- 
gether for several years until the 
hiking craze started. 


There are four trails to the peak of 


Tamalpias and every Sunday hun- 
dreds of hikers arc 
trudging over 


them while the auto road at which 
tolls are collected, does not do a 
rushing business. , 


It is approximately 20 miles from 


the bay to the top of the mountain. 
Hikers from San Francisco take an 
electric train to Mill Valley and then 
hike the 10 miles, if the short route 
is selected, up the 2.601 feet. 


Hundreds of the hikers go only to 


Muir woods, or to other favored re- 
treats but lately it has become a 
sore of badge or honor to make the 
climb all the way up.

EING a princess and a queen brought only unhappinefi 


to royal Helene of Rumania.

And Helene, unhappiest queen in the whole wide 


world, couldn't escape the chain of sorrows that grew steadily 
ttronger. 


Deatf,. disappointment and

have followed her every step of the way 
from the days when the coming unrest was 
foreseen in the assassin's bullet that killed 
her grandfather, George I, King of Greece 
to the day of the return of her husband 
King Carol II of Rumania, to the throne

Helene, it was reported. "You must be willing to sacrifice 
your happiness for that of your son. I have gone through 
it. I feel sorry for you. Bul be patient, be brave. In time 
you will get used to it." 


In 1923 Princess Helene sought a divorce. The Church 


refused it. 


And about that time fate stepped in with another blow. 


George II hurried out of the palace gales December 18, 
1923, at the request of the Grecian dictators, and didn't 
GO back again. He had been held as a priauifer, his life 
in danger. On April 13, 1924, the blue and while flags 
of the Kingdom of Hellas danced in the brce/e and bugles 
pbyed around the Parthenon while Greece was proclaimed 
a republic. Meantime, Princess Helene's beloved grand- 
mother, Queen Mother Olga, died. 


Crown Prince Carol had been living almost like a pris- 


oner in the palace. But he wanted to get away. A funeral 
gave him his chance. 
Qu,een Alexandria, his great-aunt, 


had d.vcl in London. 


Carol volunteered to be the mourner. He fastened a for- 


mal band of black crepe around his arm and set forth. 
He didn't come back. 


TNSTEAD he'met Madame Magda Lupescu in Paris 
J_ right after the funeral. He stayed. 


After a while he wrote a letter saying that he was fed 


up on royal life and wouldn't return unless he could bring 
along the red-headed woman he loved. 


Princess Helene's husband had spurned her openly, in 


front of the whole world. 


Then Crown Prince Carol gave up his rights to the 


throne in favor of Michael, January 4, 1926. King Ferdi- 
nand died, and Michael became king. 


In 1928 Helene finally received her divorce. 
The un- 


happy princess did not want a husband who openly pre- 
ferred Mme. Lupescu, the daughter of a junk dealer. Peo- 
ple stared at Princess Hclene with pitying eyes. 


She knew that she was the unhappiest member of roy- 


alty, but she had Michael. 


And now the final blow has fallen. 
The father ol 


Michael, the former Crown Prince Carol, is back, and 
has been proclaimed-the monarch. 


"Long live ihe King! 
Long live King Carol!" 


And the unhappiest princess in ihe land where kings are 


made and unmade, has to watch Rumania welcome back 
the husband who has brought her only sorrow.
